2. The drawings were received on 7/7/04. These drawings are acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
O'Connell et al (5,537,1 55) for the same reasons as set forth in Section 9 of the 
previous office action, dated 4/7/04. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 5/1 6/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant asserts on pages 5 and 6 of the Remarks that O'Connell et al fails 
to disclose picture quality. However, Figure 4 of O'Connell et al illustrates the concept 
of such well known motion vector density patterns wherein the picture quality varies 
directly with the density. 

In response to Applicant's argument on page 7 of the Remarks that O'Connell et 
al includes additional feature of different search area sizes (e.g. 402) not required by 
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Applicant's invention, it must be noted that O'Connell et a! discloses the invention as 
claimed (e.g. 400, 401 , 404). The fact that it discloses additional variable search sizes 
not claimed is irrelevant.
